Accommodation is urgently needed in the Norwood District, 
and it is proposed to erect an 18-roomed schoo! there 


The present Norwood School was opened on February 15, 1909, 


with ten rooms in operation. The attendance has gradally in 
creased from that time, various expedients being resorted to, to 
care for the situation. At the present time.there are nineteen 
roeoms accomodated in Norwood, as follows:—10 recular. class- 


rooms in the main building, the Assembly Hall has been partitioned 
off to provide two rooms: the girls play-room in the basement has 
been converted into a classroom; four portable buildings and four 
classes on the double shift. The portable buildings are not at all 
desirabie, and the basement room should certainly be closed out as 
soon as possible. The double shift system deprives the pupils of a 
regular full igh ent ee period The School Inspector has also re- 
Ported against the lighting in the Assembly Hall rooms. 


It is to be noted, too, that the sanitary accommodation provided 
for a ten-roomed schoo! is entirely inadequate for the number of 
classes at present being accommodated. 


It is estimated that the proposed new school of eighteen rooms 
will cost, to build and equip, approximately $163,000.00, the bal- 
ance of the proceeds of the Debentures to be used to cover various 
other items of capital expenditure, such as the finishing of two addi- 
tional rooms in Garneau and the erection of ash receptacles at the 
various schools. In this connection it should be pointed out that 
at the present time, ashes are deposited on the playgrounds, and 
accidents have occurred from time to time as a result of children 
falling on the hot ashes. The erection of permanent rece placies 
would overcome this. Provision must alse be made for discount on 
these debentures. The Capital Funds of the Board are now Ox- 
hausted and it is desirable to have a small sum on hand to cover 
emergencies, .

“Your executive made a careful 
inspection of the City filtration plant 
with a view of assisting them to ad- 
vise the Association on this import- 
ant matter. The city of Saskatoon, 
with a population of 26,000, and 
which takes its water from the 
South Saskatchewan River, has a 
| sedimentation basin capacity of 
three million gallons. Our city, with 
@ population of 68,000, has a sedi- 
mentation basin capacity of one 
| million gallons. Under present con- 
j ditions, water on being pumped from 
the river can only be ai.cwed to re- 
| main in the basin for three hours. 
This would appear to be insufficient 
at all times and in flood times it is 
| totally inadequate, with the result 
that turbid water is supplied to the 
| city services. With the new sedi- 
|mentation which is proposed the 
| water can be allowed to remain in 
|the sedimentation basin for nine 
| hours, and it is the opinion of the 
|authorities that in normal flood 


|} periods the turbidity of the city 


water will be entirely eliminated. 
| Under present conditions in flood 
time owing to lack of sedimentation 
capacity the waterworks department

Mains Comprise 184 Miles 


| “In dealing with the question of 
this sedimentation basin it should 
be borne in mind that the water 
mains of the city comprise 184 miles 
and that in such a system there are 
necessarily hundreds of dead ends. 
Owing to the inadequate capacity

; complaint. In order to remove this 


| dead ends is necessary. If the sedi- 
ment could be kept out of the mains 
} entirely, as would be Lhe case with 
| adequate sedimentation basin capac- 
ity, a saving of $1,000 to $1,200 per 
annum would be effected on this 
count alone. In addition to this sav- 
ing the amount of chlorine and alum 
which is at present used could be 
substantially reduced and a further 
saving of at least $2,500 per annum 
would be made. Apart entirely from 
| the financial saving the curtailment 
|} of the use of chlorine and alum is to 
be recommended in the interests of 
public health. 

“The city waterworks department 
has operated for years at a substan- 
tial profit and the users of water are 
entitled to the best service pos- 
sible. 

“After looking into this matter 
from every possible angle, and in 
full realization that all unnecesvary 
expenditures must be eliminated at 
this time your committee believes 
that this sedimentation basin is nec-

TORONTO, Ont, June 21. — 
A mass meeting of strikers of the 
Toronto postal staff who are now 
out in support of their demand for 
higher wages, broke up early ths 
morning after the strike committee 
announced that they had been un- 
successul in their effort to arrange 
a conference with Premier King. 
The strike, therefore, remains in 
force in Toronto and the strike 
leaders will renew their efforts to- 
day to consolidate their position by 
calling for a sympathetic demons- 
tration by other unions. 

Last night the meeting decided by 
unanimous vote to consider any 
proposals which the government 
might make during the night, but 
to reserve judgment for another 
maas meeting this morning. Con- 
sequentiy, almost no postal employ- 
ees will be on duty this morning at 
6 o'clock when the time limit for 
return to work, set by the guovern- 
ment, expires.

Board of Heakh Will Take 


Matter Up With the

Protests against the rates charred 
for children confined in the Isola- 
tion Hospital will be carried to the 
Hospital Board by a delegation 
from the Board of Health. 

A protest had already been sent! 
to the Hospital Board, but com. 
plaints have continued to reach: tne 
Board of Health, it is declared, ana 
it was decided at last night's 
ing to send a delegation supplied 
with details. 


The minimum charge for chil- 
dren over ten years of age with 
scarlet fever is seventy dollars, ana 


many parents have complained that 


this is too high, and that they aro 
unable to pay it. 

The delegation will request that 
the present rate of $1.50 per day 


for children under ten years, should | 


apply for children up to sixteen 
years, This would mean that for 
cases of scarlet fever which cal! 
for twenty-eight days quarantine, 


the minimum bill would be $42 in- 
stead of $70 as now charged. 


“Where two children over ten 
years of age from one family are 
taken to the Isolation Hospital,’ 
said Dr. F. S. Macpherson, “‘the bill 


of $140 in the case of scarlet fever | 
is more than many a father in this 
city can meet at present without 


it being a serious burden.” 

“There have been instances in the 
past,” said Alderman James Findlay, 
“where as many as seven children 
from one family have been received 


at the Isolation Hospital, although 
the removal of one child usually 
stops the spread of the contagious 


disease in the home.” 
Will Prepare Dats 
Dr. T. H. Whitelaw then suggested 
that he would prepare data as to the 


number of cases in a family, so as to | 
be able to present problems that are 
likely to occur under the new rates. 


He said that from 
ceived parents had stated they were 
unable to pay such large accounts, 
and the worst feature was that had 
they been smalier an effort would 
have been made to meet 
without pressure from 
collector, 

Mayor K. A. Blatchford concurred 
in the motion to send a delegation

“The spread of the heroin hab among 
children in recent years,” Commander 
Hobson said, “has become so alarming 
that my board decided to send me East 
with a message to the Government and 
to see what can be done to throw a 
mantle of protection around our youth. 
We are not hitting blindly at a lurking 
evil. We have ample evidence to justify 
the ery of alarm which we have 
raised.

6800 ounces were lawfully prescribed, 
New York is the heaviest consumer, but 
other Eastern cities are not far behind, 
The propertion of lawful prescription to 
actual consumption discloses a deplor- 
able condition so far as control of the 
drug is concerned. Commander Hobson 
contends that the illegitimate traffic is 
supplied from @ synthetic product, 
whereas Government experts take the 
position that it is supplied by smugglers 
through the eastern ports, chiefly New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia. The 
fact is clear, however, that legitimate 
sale bears no relation to the illicit traf- 
fic. Generally speaking, heroin has taken 
a much greater hold of the east than 
it has of the middle and western parts 
of the country. 

The fear that the drug inspires even 
when administered under the strictest

At the very outset it causes an 
acute attack on the sex organs and a 
destructive stimulation in boys and girls 
on the threshold of adolescence, Children 
of addicts in the early stages are always 
subnormal and in a very short time its 
use results in total sterility. So much

N a very few weeks the heroin addict

Having known the advantages of 
modern conveniences, Iceland is about to 
thrust them aside and revert to the 
primitive modes of living, which existed 
before mortals permitted machines and 
other inventions to step in, cater to their 
necessities and pander to them hand and 
foot. 

Only the most fanciful of novelists 
would dare to depict a community of 
modern wives and husbands and their 
children doing without motorcars, furni- 
ture, ready-made clothes and shoes, jew- 
elry, soap, leather goods, pictures, 
kodaks, canned food and all the other 
appurtenances of today’s living. But 
this is exactly the experiment on which 
the plucky little isle of Iceland on the 
fringe of the Arctic zone is about to em- 
bark.

The United States and Iceland are the only countries where hot springs exist in any numbers. 


In the latter land the thrifty housewife uses the nature-generated steam for laundry work 


the writer's imagination, she will for the 
next two years of her existence try a 
novel experiment, in what amounts to 
almost a caveman existence. 

For the next two years no ready-made 
clothing, shoes, soap, furniture, pictures, 
motorcycles, automobiles, jewelry, novel- 
ties, bread, butter, cheese, salt, meat, 
eggs, fruits or other foodstuffs may be 
imported into picturesque little Iceland, 
tucked away in the North Atlantic 
Ocean, with the nearest port of com- 
munication Leith, Scotland, five hundred 
sea-swept miles away. 

For that period of time, she will be 
isolated from all the luxuries and neces- 
sities on which civilized man has grown 
to depend. And mark you, this novel 
plight or test is not the suggestion of 
some fanciful new thought colony, which 
has sprung up in Iceland, often because 
of her literary riches called “the Greece 
of the North.” * The transition comes’ by 
way of a law just passed by the Icelandic 
Parliament, which functions under the 
sovereignty of Denmark. The purpose 
of the experiment is an economic one. 

The law has been adopted to permit 
the people of Iceland to scramble for 
their own existence, and thus to improve 
the Icelandic crown. 

Can modern man do without his watch, 
his gas stove, his shoes, the soft velour 
chair he sinks into of an evening, the 
soap with which he laves himself before 
jumping into his comfortable bed? Can 
he do without this bed, or be content 
with one he fashions for himself? 


yas is exactly the situation the Ice- 
landers must now face. For although 
in a land the size. and with native re- 
sources of America a law against the 
importation of these articles would not 
work hardship, it must be remembered 
that Iceland, although not the bleak, ice- 
ribbed domain its name implies, it is still 


an isle of adversity. Its glaciers, fjords, 
crater lakes, grottoes and geysers have 
given it a name for magnificent scenic 
beauty, but these varied and wonderful 
phenomena, have also worked on it @ 
hardship scarcely estimable. At the out- 
posts of civilization, the Icelanders have 
always had a hard battle to fight with 
nature. They have been visited with 
devastating epidemics. 

Time and time again in history, vol- 
canoes have poured forth iava, and ruth- 
lessly destroyed their farms. Today one- 
eighth of the area of the island, 40,497 
square miles, is covered with a glacier. 
About one-half the territory is available 
for farm land and pasturing, but the 
crope raised on the farms are the sim- 
plest—potatoes, turnips and hay. Stock 
farms were on the way to prosperity 
before the war. The chief industry con- 
sists of cod fisheries, which remain 
among the most famous of the world. 
There is comparatively little manufac- 
turing. Luxuries and necessities must 
be imported. 

For the last fifty years or more, all 
the fixings of modern civilization have 
made their way into Iceland. Today the 
island which, contrary to traditional 
opinion, enjoys cool summers and warm 
winters, due to ocean currents, boasts a 
veritable network ef telegraph and tele- 
phone wires. 

Over the bridges of its cities, the larg- 
est of which is Rekjavik, the capital, 
motors whir. There are twenty news- 
pepers for the one hundred thousand 
population. 

How will these modern ~ Robinson 
Crusoes fare in this sudden throwback 
to life in the raw? The experiment in 
economies comes oddly enough on the 
heels of the crying out of famous 
sociologists that we are all etill cave 
men at heart and in our netural in- 
stinets. According to the letest findings 
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of the savants Iceland ought to profit 
by her novel adventure, because now it 
is being contended it would be good for 
all modern men if they could shake the 
shackles of civilization for a while, be- 
cause mosteof our social ills are due to 
the fact that we sre cavemen trying to 
live up to the standards of modern civil- 
ization. 

We may think with our skyscrapers, 
our radio sets, our tubes for train 
travel under rivers and all the 
rest of our wonderful inventions that 
we are advanced ten thousand times 
beyond our ancestors who ate the flesh 
and wote the skin of the wild beasts 
they hunted, but this in fact is not the 
case at all. 

If a modern child could be brought up 
among cavemen, for instance, these 
last twenty-five thousand years of in- 
vention and social progress would not 
be the least benefit ‘o him. He would 
inherit nothing that would make him 
any different from the caveman's child. 

One noted sociologist who holds to 
this platform is Prof. William Field- 
ing Ogburn, of the Department of 
Sociology, Columbia University, New 
York. No doubt the majority of Ice- 
landers have never heard of this Ameri- 
can scientist, but unknowingly they will 
have opportunity to test out some of 
his theories recently advanced 

“If we suffer from indigestion,” Prof. 
Ogburn asks, “can it be due to the 
fact that we do not eat the food thai the 
cave man ate, or that we do not take 
the muscular exercise which the life of 
the primitive hunter demanded? 

“May our wanderlust tendencies be 
traced to the fact that primitive men 
were wandering hunters’ Is the monot- 
onous and épecialized work on & ma- 
chine for many hours a day for every 
week in the year and for many consecu- 
tive years the type of life to which our 
equipment is naturally adapted?

And only the other day science again 
stepped in w'th another dictum to add 
to this new caveman philosophy Prof 
Charlies Richet, winner of the Nobel 
Prize for me ¢ in 1913 told 
the Academy of Sciences in Paris 
he had been euccessful with a “cave 
man” ciet in treating tuberculosis 
patients. He said he had long advocated 
this as the only diet strictly conform- 
ing with the dictates of physiology. His 
experiments with dogs had shown that 
those fed with raw meat flourished 
while others fed cooked meats decline, 
As it was impossible for tuberculosis 
patients to take raw meat In sufficient 
quantities, he had substituted pure dried 
juice from raw meat.

It is in faet to recover 
from the economic throwback she suf- 
fered during and after the war that 
the little isle of the north now resorts 
bravely to this heroic method to set the 
nation once more on the path toward 
prosperity.
